h. Yon have a right to prescribe what security 
protection will be given to any such classifled tnlormatioo.. 

c. 1 believe you have a right to question the Board's 
need to know in appropriate cases, altoough the final 
determination is the Board'e prerogative.

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b. The baetc refulattcm oa the protection o£ classified 
iaformatilon is SsscuUve Order 10501, which places respimst* 
biUtjr for the protection of such information on the head of 
the departmtmt or agency concerned. It also eetahliehed in 
eectdon 7 the need-to-I^QW principle and the re<|uirement 
for eecurl^ clearances for red^lsnts of classified infsrma- 
tiUm. It also reeognisos in section 12 the primacy of any 
statutory requirements. Finally, NSCII> No. I, section S, 
prorides that ^te DCl, with the assistance and s«^rport of 
USIB. ehall ensure the developmeirt of policies and procedures 
lor the protection of inteUigeoce and tirtelligeiice soureee and 
methods from unaufeorlsed . disclosure. 

c. Eascutive Order 10$3@, which sets up the FF2AB, 
provides that the DCl shall susake availahle to the Board 
any infornmtion with respect to foreign intelligence matters 
which the Board may require lor the pinrpoee of carrying out 
its respoasthilifies to the Preeidtmt. These reeponelbllitieB 
are to advise the President with respect to the objectives 
and conduct of the foreign Intelligence and related activities 
of the United States, and the Board is directed to cimduct a 
continuing review and aesessment of jdl functions of the 
Central ti^elligence Agency, and other departmente or 
agandlos wifii similar responsibilities, and to report 
thereon to the Fr eeident. Consequently, the transndseion 
^ any information concerning the Agency and Its intsUlgence 
activities which ths Board may require would be authorixed 
under the statutory and regulatory responsibilities of the 
0C1. 

d. The ihcecutlve Order eetablishing the Board provides 
that iadormiUion so supplied to the Board shall be afforded 
physical security protection as prescribsd by the provisions 
^ appUeabls laws and regulafions. This, 1 believe, gives 
the 2?CI the right to limit at least to sonw entent the form 

in which the information is given and the uee to which it is 
put. t believe, for instance, he could prescribe that 
specified categories of very sensitive information suppl ted 
in writing could not be taken outside the United States and 
must, of course, be given adequate physical protectioa while

Hia Director coitld weU false tke questfoa of wkat purpose 
tkis lisformatlon would aarva, but slisca the ExacuHve Order 
ra^l^res kirn to make available any iaformaldoe wkich the 
Board may ra< 2 ulre. in tke end tke DCI would either have 
to acquieace to the Board's request or appeal to the 
Preaideat.
